If the foregoing is acceptable to the Government of 
the Republic of Sierra Leone, the Embassy of the United 
States of America proposes that this note and the Ministry 
of Finance's reply note shall constitute an amendment to 
the Agreement, which shall enter into force upon written 
•notice to Sierra Leone from the United States that all U.S. 
domestic legal requirements for entry into force of the 
amendment have been fulfilled.
